Frequently 
when 
rentaureas. asters or chrysanthe-1 
mums show lack of vigor become 
dwarfed and the foliage turns yel­ 
low, it will be found that it is due 
to the underground work of root 
aphids 
As shown in the Oarden-graph, 
root aphids are small, soft bodier, 
lice which cluster along the roots or 
near the crown of a plant. 
Some 
root lice are whitish gray in color, 
others are a bluish-green. 
There are several methods of con­ 
trolling this pest. One Involve* the 
spreading of a half-inch layer of I 
ground tobacco about the plants, 
after which it should be cultivated 
into the soil. Another method Is to 
cup the soil about the base of each 
plant, and then pour a cupful of 
nicotine solution into each depres­ 
sion.
